Bishop Holliday, rosiding in Utah Territory, on 
South Cottonwood Creek, about ten miles South of 
the Great Salt Lake City, raised, from one bushel 
sowing, one hundred and eighty bushels of the 
choicest and cleanest wheat, measured up, and it 
weighed plump sixty pounds to the bushel. This 
bushel was sowed in drills upon threo or four acres 
of ground, and seasonably irrigated. Thjs same 
gentleman informed us that his wheat was better 
this last season than it was the year previous, and 
he felt confident that a portion of his last crop, 
would produce two huudred bushels from one bush- 
el sowing, though not then threshed out. That is 
truly a great country for wheat, but it requires 
much labor and attention during the season ef irri- 
gation; and connected with this operation, there ar 
many little things to be observed, or you will ruin 
yourcrop. Every iew settler can learn them all 
from the experience of those who were there before 
him. No country aa we ever saw can equal it 
for vines, and vegetables of all kinds. 
great abundance, are produced there, of the largest 
size, and richest quality that we ever saw. 
not natural for Indian corn, yet it is grown there, 
and the land has been made to produce fifty bushels 
to the acre, though this is an uncommon yield. 
Farmers begin to sow wheat there in August, and 
continue to sow every month, and perhaps every 
rt when frost does not prevent, until the next 
une; and about the 2(th of June they begin to 
harvest, and continue harvesting their wheat until 
the following November. ©
